WHO SPEAKS FOR THE 
PRACTICING PHYSICIANS??? 

Many articles are appearing in the press dealing with the problem 
of high doctor fees. They range from editorials (as recently seen in the 
Saturday Vindicator (March 25, 1978) to reviews by syndicated colum¬ 
nists, to letters to the editor by “concerned citizens.” The American 
Medical Association has received the brunt of the criticism by reporters 
and concerned citizens alike. Surprisingly, the average individual who 
himself belongs to a pressure group such as the teamsters, auto workers, 
steelworkers’ unions (more out of compulsion than choice), considers 
the A.M.A. to be an extremely powerful union of doctors. He is con¬ 
vinced that each practicing physician as a requirement of his practice 
or licensure must belong to the A.M.A. He is totally unaware that barely 
forty percent of our ranks belong, and we indeed belong out of choice 
rather than compulsion. If told, he would never believe that seven per¬ 
cent of the physicians practicing in Mahoning County do not even 
belong to the Mahoning County Medical Society. 

Without doubt, the American Medical Association is a potent force 
in the political arena, working for the good of the patient and the 
doctor alike. I am amazed at its effectiveness, when one considers 
that it is the only potent united force representing our profession in 
spite of the fact that only forty percent support it. I am convinced that 
if there were no A.M.A. some sort of total care government (federal) 
program would now long since have been a reality. Without total phy¬ 
sician support, however, I think we are only delaying the inevitable. 
We win a few isolated battles but the outcome of the war seems little 
changed from ultimate defeat of our forces. 

How would the situation be, if we (all four hundred thousand 
plus strong) all supported our A.M.A.? Suppose we had the solid unity 
of the Teamsters, or the United Auto Workers. Would our profession 
be better off?? I think it probably would. I would never wish manda¬ 
tory as opposed to voluntary membership. We are one of the last 
bastions of professionalism. Certainly the school teachers, nurses and 
other like professional groups have lost, to a significant degree, their 
professionalism by compulsory unionism. 

The time is growing late. With every passing day, federal (and 
state as well) government intervention in the practice of medicine be¬ 
comes a more firmly entrenched reality.

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Editorial 


It seems that medicine is under a continuous bombardment of challenges 
which has produced much frustration among the individual practicing physi¬ 
cian. One of the areas of concern is the mounting medical costs and the 
doctors role in achieving cost controls. 

What are some of the factors of causing increase of hospital costs? 

There are many obvious ones which can be cited, such as, inflation in the 

general economy, imposition of government mandated programs, introduc¬ 
tion of new techniques, and changing hospital utilization patterns such as 
expanded emergency wards. 

Whether we wish to admit it or not, some of our activities contribute 
substantially to rising costs. All our decisions are important including the 
medicines we prescribe, the tests we order, the necessity to hopitalize and 
the type of operation or other treatments. 

What can be done to retard escalation of medical costs? The federal 
trade commission and some members of congress believe an increase in the 
number of physicians will stimulate competition, especially if these are ad¬ 
vertised. Careful studies however, have shown that an increase in the number 
of doctors would increase the number of services, therefore, it would actually 

add to the cost. For every new doctor who enters practice his activities result 

,n more than $250,000 in medical costs yearly. If we multiply this number 
by 1,500 doctors who enter practice yearly the results are obvious. On the 
other hand there are ways which doctors can be helpful. 

Physicians and medical students should be educated in the value of 
economizing in. the practice of medicine. This is especially true for the com¬ 
munity of family physicians who have a great responsibility in caring for 
patients with incurable medical problems. Medical educators and chief of 
service should make every effort to acquaint students with the economic facts 
ot medicine as well as the technological ones. We should constantly evaluate 
e usetullness of various prescribed tests. The elimination of unnecessary 
tests on a large number of patients is long overdue. We should re-evaluate 
ur age old habits and look more closely to what we are subjecting our 
ed W ‘k als ° make cert . ain that what is indicated is really implement- 
1 9 7 a 6 saou ^ not allow medical students to order series of diagnostic tests

without over-view and concurrence of senior persons, including decisions 
concerning who is to be placed in expensive intensive care units. 

There are some fundamental guidelines in addition which have been 
established by the American Medical Association. These are: 

1. All physicians including staff and residents should know the hospital 
rates and all of the costs for diagnostic procedures, such as blood tests 
and radiological studies performed on their patients. 

2. Physicians should know whether the various test procedures are indi¬ 
cated. They should know the paramaters and accuracy of these tests. 

3. The physicians should stimulate hospital administrators to evaluate costs 
of supplies. 

These above comments and guidelines are only suggestions, a beginning 
for a dialogue which hopefully will result in the future in costs savings with¬ 
out sacrificing quality of medical care. It is hoped that this ongoing dis¬ 
cussion will stimulate some of us to recognize the importance of mounting 
medical costs. It is our responsibility to involve ourselves with the problems 
of our community in an attempt to try to provide medical care to as many 
people as possible which is affordable.

Dr. Melnik, chief delegate, announced that the resolution concerning 
insurers letters to patients which imply overcharge had been sent to OSMA 
for consideration by the House of Delegates. 

It was reported that plans for the Scholarship Dinner, scheduled for 
April 13, are progressing nicely, and that there is still room for volunteers 
to attend the dinner. 

Dr. Anderson reported on a recent meeting of the Liaison Committee 
with the Liaison Committee of the HSA and that a mutually beneficial dis¬ 
cussion ensued. 

Dr. Kiskaddon discussed his work with the HSA in regard to getting 
HSA backing for a proposal that the plaintiff and his attorney in a mal¬ 
practice suit be required to pay a penality if the suit is determined to be 
unfounded. He read a resolution to this effect, which he proposed be sent 
to the OSMA House of Delegates. This will have to be sent as an emerg¬ 
ency resolution due to the fact that it comes after the deadline for sub¬ 
mission of resolutions. Council agreed to approve the resolution in principle, 
leaving it up to our delegates to work out the final wording.

Gordon Nelson had a leading article on “Atypical Acute Appendicitis’’ 
dfscribmg the variations in symptomatology in the very young and the very 
old. He stressed the importance of history and physical examination rather 
than laboratory tests and urged .early operation in case of doubt instead of 
wait and see”.

THIRTY YEARS AGO —APRIL 1948 

T .. P ° st -Graduate Day brought a group from the University of Illinois: 
J°hn B ' Yopmans, Dean, Willard O. Thompson, Robert W. Keeton, Eric 
Oldberg and John T. Reynolds. There were clinics at the hospitals in the 
morning and general sessions afternoon and evening at the Ohio Hotel. 
Chairman Ondash was a busy man. The tradition of good weather for Post- 
Graduate Day was broken by a heavy downpour. There was a rival meeting 
in New Castle but visitors came here from twenty-two surrounding towns 
and the attendance was well over three hundred. 

Dr. W. W. Ryall wrote about his early years in Medical practice. He 
started in country practice in 1898 when there were no improved roads, no 
automobiles nothing but horses and good legs to carry him around. Many 
days he walked 25 miles cutting across fields and climbing fences, alwavs 
tDing to hit certain houses at mealtime where he knew the food was the 
best. There was only one phone in the town, in the hardware store. He 
usually started the day at 6:00 A.M. but many calls were made at night 
because the farmers were too busy in the daytime to drive to town and tell 
him to come. He said it had been a grand life. 

The Mahoning Chapter of the American Academy of General Practice 
was formed in Youngstown. Dr. J. C. Vance was the first President, G. E. 
DeCicco was Vice-President and David Levy was Secretary. Paul Davis of 
Akron was the first National President. Today there are chapters in every 
state and a $300,000 headquarters building in Kansas City. Members are 
required to belong to their component County Medical Society and take a 
prescribed amount of post-graduate study every year.
